final chapter of its legislative record 
As the time for Its Aal adjournment 
ment drew near members 
of 
both 
houses were making frantic efforts to 
squeeze some pet bill through the 
last minute Jam. 
Most of them were 
doomed. 
“ Tho accomplishments of congress 
naturally fell under two headings— 
domestic and international. 
Under 
both headings a record of lasting im­ 
portance was made. 
"Domestic program: 
"The outstanding domestic legisla­ 
tion of the 67th congress was the 
Fordney-McCumher tariff act. 
The 
house ways and means committee got 
to work on it before the congress as- 
em bin and It passed tho house on 
July 21, 1921. 
It was more than a 
year later or on August 19 
that 
it 
passed the senate. 
It took the place 
of the democratic 
Underwood-Slm- 
tnons law," 
As tho administration came into 
power on an economy platform, the 
enactment of the budget system of 
making government 
appropriations 
was generally regarded by Republi­ 
cans as their next greatest achieve­ 
ment. 
The soldier bonus bill also passed 
both houses, but President Harding 
vetoed it, on the ground that it made 
no provision for raising money to pay 
the bonus, and that the treasury was 
not able itself to find 
the 
money. 
Though the pro-bonus 
group 
was 
strong in congress, due partly to the 
imminence of the 1922 election, In­ 
efficient votes to override the veto 
were available and the bonus failed. 
The coal strike of 1922 caused en­ 
actment of two measures, one aimed 
at prevention of future strikes, the 
other to insure equitable distribution 
of fuel resources. 
The 
first 
was 
creation by the Boral) bill of a fact­ 
finding fuel commission, to delve into 
the coal industry and bring up for 
congress facts upon which an indus­ 
trial code for the coal indusrty might 
be based. 
The work of this commis­ 
sion is in process of performance, and 
a partial report has been made to 
President Harding. 
The other meas­ 
ure revived to a degree federal fuel 
control, by appointment of a federal 
fuel distributor, In charge 
of 
coal 
distribution. 
Billions Spent 
Three sets of appropriation bills 
were passed, involving 
billions 
of 
dollars for the upkeep of the govern­ 
ment. 
These bills, the last of which 
were finally enacted in the closing 
days of the prseent 
session, 
will 
carry the government until June 30, 
1924. 
In the closing days of the congress 
there was also enacted a bill both do­ 
mestic and international in its im­ 
plications.

Most of them were 
doomed. 
“The accomplishments of congress 
naturally fell under two headings— 
domestic and international. 
Under 
both headings a record of lasting im­ 
portance was made. 
“ Domestic program: 
“The outstanding domestic legisla­ 
tion of the 67th congress was the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff act. 
The 
house ways and means committee got 
to work on it before the congress as­ 
semble and it passed the house on 
July 21, 1921. 
It was more than a 
year later or on August 19 
that 
it 
passed the senate. 
It took the place 
of the democratic 
Underwood-SIm- 
inons law." 
As tho administration came into 
power on an economy platform, the 
enactment of the budget system of 
making government 
appropriations 
was generally regarded by Republi­ 
cans as their next greatest achieve­ 
ment. 
The soldier bonus bill also passed 
both houses, but President Harding 
vetoed it, on the ground that It made 
no provision for raising money to pay 
the bonus, and that the treasury was 
not able itself to find 
the 
money. 
Though the pro-bonus 
group 
was 
strong in congress, due partly to the 
imminence of the 1922 election, in­ 
sufficient votes to override the veto 
were available and the bonus failed. 
The coal strike of 1922 caused en­ 
actment of two measures, one aimed 
at prevention of future strikes, the 
other to insure equitable distribution 
of fuel resources. 
The 
first 
was 
creation by the Borah bill of a fact­ 
finding fuel commission, to delve into 
the coal industry and bring up for 
congress facts upon which an indus­ 
trial code for the coal indusrty might 
be based. 
The work of this commis­ 
sion is in process of performance, and 
partial report has been made to 
President Harding. 
The other meas­ 
ure revived to a degree federal fuel 
control, by appointment of a federal 
fuel distributor, in charge 
of 
coal 
distribution. 
Billions Spent 
Three sets of appropriation bills 
were passed, involving 
billions 
of 
dollars for the upkeep of the govern­ 
ment. 
These bills, the last of which 
were finally enacted in the closing 
days of the prseent 
session, 
will 
carry the government until June 30, 
1924.

share of many of Minnesota's products 
g o t o this great market. 
It was stated 
that in this city of 10,000.000 people, 
63 pounds of poultry products are con­ 
sumed per capita each 'ear, being 30 
pounds of eggs and 33 pounds of poul­ 
try. 
Next to this conies dairy prod­ 
ucts, including beef, 56 pounds ate 
consumed by each individual per an­ 
num. 
Thirty-one pounds of fish, JO 
pounds of pork and 17 pounds of mut­ 
ton com pletes the list. 


County Agent E. G. Both brought 
out some interesting fa its in connec­ 
tion with poultry raising in this coun­ 
ty as compared with other lines of 
agriculture. 
He quoted statistics from 
the federal census of 1920 in which 
the value of dairying heads the li.-t 
at $364,000. This total has been brought 
up lo the four hundred thousand mark 
in 1922. 


Following that is the value of live­ 
stock in the county. $152,341. and \ oul- 
try ranks third with a valuation of 
$70,000, which has been increased to 
$100,000 in the two years since (lie 
census was taken. 
Wool comes fourth 
with a $17,000 valuation. 
Mr. Both pointed out the different 
methods that huvo been used in ('row 
Wing county the pant few years to 
create u greater interest in poultry 
raising and the marketing of poultry 
products, and stated (he belief thai 
great strides will be made in this in­ 
dustry in the next several years. 
Mr. Chapman pointed out the need 
of utilizing the co-operative cream ­ 
eries as a medium of marketing poul­ 
try products. 
He stated that in Mille 
Lacs county the Farmers Co-operative 
creamery increased the price of eggs 
25 per cent over local market prices 
by shipping them to the east. 
This 
necessitated grading the eggs, hut it 
was well w'orth the effort.

ra isers of this state a poor 
reputation. 
This order, or process, 
should he reversed, the smallest and

Hugo Pflock, one of Brainerd’s poul­ 
try fanciers, had a Rhode Island Bed 
hen on exhibition at the school.

hen presented him with 28 eggs. 
As if to remove any doubt that might 
he lurking in tho minds of those at­ 
tending the poultry school, as to the 
truth of Mr. Pflock’s statement, this 
hen proceeded to demonstrate her ahil 
tty as u producer anil laid un egg on 
the spot. 
Her owner gave the egg to 
Prof. Chapman 
with the suggestion 
that it was strictly fresh and would 
add materially to his supper menu. 
Following the afternoon session the 
instructor held un open forum, and 
took up troubles presented by individ­ 
ual raisers, and offered many excellent 
suggestions for improving the poultry 
business in this county. 
From Brainerd Mr. Chapman went 
to Bothsay, Mini)., in W ilkins county, 
where he is conducting a school today 
similar to the one held 
here.

stated that the first school of this na­ 
ture over which he presided in Brain­ 
erd was 
14 years ago. and com pli­ 
mented the farmers here on the strides 
they had made since that time.

THE G77H CONGRESS ITS SIH

A merica ha* sustained a great Iona By the death of the Ut. 
Rev. Charles IE Williams, bishop of the Episcopal church in Michi­ 
gan. As a fearless preacher; 
interpret or of Americanism, but 
mort1 especially of the spirit of his Master; as a leader in de­ 
manding the social Application of the teachings of ( hristianily, 
and A firm helievei that civilization is to be measured as a whole j 
and not by the advantages that come to a certain small minority 
of the people in it, Bishop Williams stood out aw a bishop whom 
high office did not silence his criticisms and whose humanity led 
t~Ii splendid use of the position to which he was called. 
Probably but few clergymen of the Episcopal church have 
such a facility for presenting practical Christianity to congrega­ 
tions in rural places or large city churches as that possessed b y 
the late bishop of Michigan. 
He could preach to a rural audience 
and, in language that all understood, sketch rural problems and 
show how they might be faced. 
Ile knew people and their differ­ 
ences. and with full knowledge of individual and social distinc­ 
tions, he was aide to appeal t > strange br different personalities. 
But, perhaps, the most striking thing in Inc bishop's life was the 
way he faced the problems oi our modern civilization when he 
preached in city churches. 
If denunciation was necessary; he de­ 
nounced; but this wai- not his usual method. He made the* glaring 
ineons!"ti ivies of modern Civilization a > apparent that, even tho <* 
who disapproved of his criticism of the social order, wt re con­ 
vinced by his logic. 
Bishop Williams was one of the religious leaders of the gen- 
aration who, seeing Christianity in terms not of creed but of life, 
emphasized tile need of an application of tin* Gospel of I he Nuzn- 
rene lei the social, industrial and economic order. 
Fearlessly he 
applied the teaching of his Master to the wrongs of society. 
Be­ 
lieving in the brotherhood of man, he was offended by anything 
that injured his brothers. 
Men were to him more precious than 
systems and creeds and traditions and methods. 
All these, he be­ 
lieved, should be subservient to men Ix'cause “the sabbath was 
made for man, and not man for the sabbath." 
Because he dared to apply Christianity to life, fearlessly, 
Bishop Williams was criticized. 
In 1921 he submitted his resig-' 
nation, which might have been accepted at any time that th*' 
Episcopal church in Michigan saw tit to make it effective. 
But hr 
continued to serve until death called him. 
Whether or not his attitude towards investigations, such as 
thai i inducted by thi' Inter-church World Movament ut the time 
of the last strike of steel workers, served the*best interests of the 
church at large, Bishop Williams has stirred the enthusiasm of 
many younger men, who in the churches of the United States, are 
demanding that our nominall) Christian civilization be made 
Christian not only in name but in fact. 
He was a challenge, an 
inspiration and a conscience to the church in America, who, in 
passing, cast his mantle on the shoulders of younger men who 
will carry forward his work.

T h e M in n e a p o lis J o u r n a l calls attention to the five great 
modern fears that were mentioned recently by Glenn Frank, edi­ 
tor of the Century magazine. 
The five fears mentioned are r e p ­ 
resented as follows: 
There is the biological fear that the blood of the race is dete­ 
riorating through too much crossing of stocks. 
There is the psy­ 
chological fear that the mob will crowd to the wall the creative ex­ 
pression of individual thought. 
There is the economic fear that 
modern industrialism has over-reached itself and is top heavy. 
There is the administrative fear that managerial ability can n o t 
keep pace with the growing complexity of industrial problems. 
There is the moral fear ihilt the younger generation is turning 
away from the ideals that gave the forefathers strength and so­ 
ciety its ballast. 
These things are feared b) men who are thoughtful. 
The 
unthinking demagogue is delighted that some of the things that 
cause the intelligent to fear are just as they are. 
Ile looks to the 
triumph of his programs through the1 break-down of things that 
are. 
The more grave the sympt u h s of illness in the present sys­ 
tem, the more he hopes that the system will die and his dreams be 
realised. 
But such is not the position assumed by intelligent men 
in general. They know that civilization is built up by a consistent 
Struggle, in which, though changes are necessary, evolution is 
better far than revolution. 
The intelligent citizens of this republic must face the causes 
of fear. 
These fears are not all born of darkness; they are not 
dreams of the night. 
Ignoring the fears will not remove them. 
To say that there are no causes for fear will never remove them, 
and to tell ourselves that the civilization of the age is getting bet­ 
ter and the problems are getting fewer, when civilization is in the 
balance and the problems are multiplying, will not lead to the re­ 
moval of the causes of fear. 
One of the best methods for removing some fears is an in­ 
crease of light. 
Fears arise from lack of understanding. 
Intelli­ 
gence is needed to chase fears. 
Quite often, after a thing is seen, 
it is not feared. We need to see our problems, to face them boldly, 
to attack them cooperatively and to conquer them intelligently. 
There is too much of poker game anxiety in modern life. We fear 
because we don’t know what is in the other fellow’s hand; he 
may be bluffing, but we don’t know. The condition of the game of 
life demands a show-down. 
When the hand that is feared has 
placed the cards on the table, the anxiety is past, even if some­ 
body must pay up.

Am erica has .sustained a great loss by the death a1 the Rt. 
Rev. Charles I). Williams, bishop of Un* Episcopal church in Michi­ 
gan. As a fearless preacher; as interpret or of Americanism, but 
more especially of the spirit of his Master; as a leader in de- 
mantling the social application of tho teachings of Christianity, l)y,.r anll.lyni:hln({ llUI 
Th| , fllil„„. 
and a firm believer that civilization is to be measured as cl WIK)!* f for u h ti - u h a r f 
Inf r n o e l 
and not by the advantages that, come to a certain small minority 
of the people in it, Bishop Williams stood out as a bishop whose 
high office did not silence his criticisms and whose humanity led 
to a splendid use of the position to which hi* was called. 
Probably but few clergymen of the Episcopal church have 
such a facility for presenting practical Christianity to congrega­ 
tions in rural places or large city churches as that possessed by 
tile late bishop of Michigan, lie could preach to a rural audience 
and, in language that all understood, sketch rural problems and 
show how they might be faced. Ile knew people and their differ­ 
ences, and with full knowledge of individual and social distinc­ 
tions, he was able to appeal to strangely different personalities. 
But, perhaps, the most striking thing in the bishop's life was the 
way lie faced the problems of our modern civilization when he 
preached in city churches. 
If denunciation was necessary; he de­ 
nounced; but this was not his usual method. 
He made the glaring 
inconsistencies of modern civilization so apparent that, even those 
who disapproved of his criticism of the social order, were con­ 
vinced by his logic. 
Bishop Williams was one of the religious leaders of the gcn- 
aration who, seeing Christianity in terms not of creed but of life, 
•emphasized the need of an application of the Gospel ot the NTazu­ 
lene to the social, industrial and economic order, 
f e a r l e s s l y he 
applied the teaching of his Master to the wrongs of society. 
Be­ 
lieving in the brotherhood of man, he was offended by anything 
that injured his brothers. 
Men were to him more precious than 
systems and creeds and traditions and methods. All these, he be­ 
lieved, should he subservient to men because “the sabbath was 
made for man, and not man for the sabbath.” 
Because he dared to apply Christianity to life, fearlessly, 
Bishop Williams was criticized. 
In 1921 he submitted his resig­ 
nation, which might have been accepted at any time that the 
Episcopal church in Michigan saw tit to make it effective. 
But lie 
continued to serve until death called him. 
Whether or not his attitude towards investigations, such as 
that conducted by the Inter-church World Movement at the time 
of the last strike of steel workers, served I he* best interests of the 
church at large, Bishop Williams has stirred the enthusiasm of 
many younger men, who in the churches of the United States, are 
demanding that our nominally Christian civilization be made 
Christian not only in name but in fact. 
He was a challenge, an 
inspiration and a conscience to the church in America, who, in 
passing, cast his mantle on the shoulders of younger men who 
will carry forward his work. 


IGNORING ( V I S E S BOES NOT P R E V E N T E F F E C T S 


T h e M i n n e a p o l i s J o u r n a l calls a t t e n t i o n to the five great 
modern fears that were mentioned recently by Glenn Brank, edi­ 
tor of the Century magazine. 
The five fears mentioned are rep­ 
resented as follows: 
There is the biological fear that the blood of the race is dete­ 
riorating through too much crossing of stocks. 
There is the psy­ 
chological fear that the mob will crowd to the wall the creative ex­ 
pression of individual thought. 
There is the economic fear that 
modern industrialism has over-reached itself and is top heavy. 
There is the administrative fear that managerial ability cannot 
keep pace with the growing complexity of industrial problems. 
There is the moral fear that the younger generation is turning 
away from the ideals that gave the forefathers strength and so­ 
ciety its ballast. 
These things are feared by men who are thoughtful. 
The 
unthinking demagogue is delighted that some of the things that 
cause the intelligent to fear are just as they are. 
lit' looks to the 
triumph of his programs through tilt' break-down of things that 
are. 
The more grave the symptoms of illness in the present sys­ 
tem, the more he hopes that the system will die and his dreams be 
realized. But such is not the position assumed by intelligent mon 
in general. They know that civilization is built up by a consistent 
struggle, in which, though changes are necessary, evolution is 
better far than revolution. 
The intelligent citizens of this republic must face the causes 
of fear. 
These fears are not all born of darkness; they are not 
dreams of the night. 
Ignoring the fears will not remove them. 
To say that there are no causes for fear will never remove them, 
and to tell ourselves that the civilization of the age is getting bet­ 
ter and the problems are getting fewer, when civilization is in the 
balance and the problems are multiplying, will not lead to tho re­ 
moval of the causes of fear. 
One of the best methods for removing some fears is an in­ 
crease of light. Fears arise from lack of understanding. 
Intelli­ 
gence is needed to chase fears. Quite often, after a thing is seen, 
it is not feared. We need to see our problems, to face them boldly, 
to attack them cooperatively and to conquer them intelligently. 
There is too much of poker game anxiety in modern life. We fear 
because we don’t know what is in the other fellow’s hand; he 
may be bluffing, but we don’t know. The condition of the game of 
life demands a show-down. 
When the hand that is feared has 
placed the cards on the table, the anxiety is past, even if some­ 
body must pay up.
